Summer  term. — Taught  by  Miss  Ellie  F.  Campbell  of  Whitefield. 
This  was  Miss  C's-  first  attempt  at  teaching,  but  considering  the  number 
of  pupils  she  did  very  good  work.  Whole  number  attending,  G ;  aver- 
age 4. 

Winter  term. — Taught  by  Carrie  I.  Boggs,  a  teacher  of  large  ex- 
perience. The  term  was  a  successful  one  in  every  respect.  Whole 
number  attending,  8;  average,  7. 

DISTRICT  No.  2.— Charles  Skehan,  Agent. 
This  district  had  three  terms  of  school.    The  summer  and  fall  terms 
were  taught   by    Miss  Agnes  S.  Campbell,    who   did  excellent 
work  for  a  young  teacher.

CONCLUSION. 

The  end  of  the  present  school  year  marks  the  commencement  <>1  a 
new  era  in  our  state  school  system.  The  time  honored  school  meeting 
and  school  agent,  their  acts  and  their  duties  are  a  matter  of  history. 
The  abolition  of  the  district  system  in  our  schools  and  the  compulsory 
adoption  of  the  town  system  by  state  law  do  not  as  completely  revo- 
lutionize our  past  methods,  as  many  have  been  lead  to  believe.  The 
new  law  does  not  require  of  us  to  abolish  any  school  district  which  le- 
gally existed  at  the  time  of  its  enactment  unless  it  be  found  there  are 
too  few  scholars  for  its  profitable  maintenance.  The  purpose  of  this 
act  is  to  secure  greater  economy  in  school  expenditures,  better  school 
houses,  more  efficient  instruction  and  supervision  and  greater  equality 
of  school  privileges  and  school  burdens.  Every  citizen  of  this  town 
must  realize  that  something  should  be  done  to  improve  the  condition  of 
our  school  houses.  For  districts  to  do  this  would  necessitate  a  heavy 
burden  by  taxation  With  the  responsibility  transferred  to  the  town 
this  burden  will  be  equalized  and  thereby  lightened. 

We  feel  confident  that  those  who  favored  the  enactment  of  this  law 
have  done  so  with  the  sole  hope  and  desire  to  lift  our  schools  to  a  high- 
er level  of  efficiency.  Thev  firmly  believe  that  it  will  do  so.  They  ask 
for  iya  fair  and  unprejudiced  trial.  If  the  schools  under  its  operation 
shall  not  be  an  improvement  upon  those  under  the  system  which  it  dis- 
places, they  will  not  be  among  the  last  to  urge  its  repeal.

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  required  to  notify  and 
warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  Town  of  Whitefield,  qualified  by  law  to 
vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  at  the  Town  House  in  said  town,  on  the 
twelfth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1894,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to 
act  on  the  following  articles,  to  wit : 
1st  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 
2d.    To  choose  a  Town  Clerk 

3d.    To  choose  Selectmen,  Assessors  and  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 

4th.    To  choose  a  Town  Treasurer. 

5th.    To  choose  an  Auditor  of  town  accounts. 

6th.    To  choose  a  Collector  of  taxes. 

7th.    To  choose  a  Superintending  School  Committee. 

8th.    To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

9th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  for 
the  support  of  schools  and  the  poor,  and  for  the  repairs  of  roads  and 
bridges,  and  to  defray  all  other  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

10th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  to- 
ward the  payment  of  the  town  debt. 

11th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  if  any.  the  town  will  grant  and 
raise  for  free  high  schools,  and  where  they  will  locate  the  same. 

12th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  for 
the  repairs  of  highways,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  shall  be  ex- 
pended. 

13th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  determine  the  number  and 
location  of  its  schools,  or  discontinue  them,  or  change  their  location. 

14th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  allow  a  discount  of  five  per  cent 
to  all  persons  paying  their  money  tax  of  1894  in  full  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  January,  1895. 

15th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  and 
raise  to  appropriate  to  the  Erskine  Post,  G.  A.  E.,  for  decorating  the 
graves  of  deceased  soldiers  that  are  buried  in  town. 

16th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  expend  a 
sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  for  barbed  wire  to  be 
used  in  replacing  fences  when  they  deem  it  expedient  to  remove  the 
same  to  prevent  the  snow  from  drifting  in  the  highways. 

17th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  hire  money 
and  pay  the  necessary  bills  for  removing  snow  that  blocked  and  en- 
cumbered the  ways  in  town  the  past  winter,  and  may  block  and  encum- 
ber said  ways  during  the  spring  of  1894,  and  to  hire  money  for  any 
other  necessary  purpose. 

18th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  approve  the  list  of  jurors  as  proposed 
by  the  municipal  officers,  treasurer  and  clerk. 

19th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  to  pay 
for  the  vaccination  of  its  inhabitafits  over  two  years  of  age. 

20th  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  to  be 
expended  in  Highway  District  number  twenty-three,  in  removing  a 
part  of  a  ledge  in  the  road  in  said  district. 

21st.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  grant  and  raise  to 
repair  school  houses  in  town. 

22d.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Superintending  School 
Committee  to  elect  a  Superintendent  instead  of  a  Supervisor. 

The  Selectmen  give  notice  that  they  will  be  in  session  for  the  pur- 
pose of  correcting  the  list  of  voters  in  said  town,  and  hearing  and  decid- 
ing upon  the  application  of  persons  claiming  to  have  their  names  en- 
tered upon  said  list,  at  the  Town  House  at  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
on  the  day  of  said  meeting.
